CeBgreaemen of BIr. Ford' Commutes Atk-

ins What It firings Afore Testimony
from the Bis Hteamahtp Interests Tick-et- a

Hold In America, and Bent to Europe
the Babject of Inquiry.

The Oastle Gordon Investigation was con-

tinued at the Westminster Hotel to-d- ay by
Congressman Ford's committee, minus Gen.
Spinola.

Mr. Oatet, of Alabama, was with the com-

mittee to-da- He ii a large man, pray and
thoughtful and with his right sleeve empty.

This inquiry followed in the lino of tho
emigrant trade from Earope, its methods and
extent, and was a continuance of yesterday's
work.

The first witness of the day was John 0.
Cortes, who has oharge of the steerage de-

partment of the Ounard lino, running bo.
twee& Liverpool and New York.

Mr. Oortes said his line brought emigrants
from all tho nations of Europe, and they ex-

ercised only just care enough in rejeoting
pauners, sick people, criminals and insane,
imbecile persons or immoral people as would

the company from the operation ofSrotect Emigrant law.
I The Ounard line brought 11,658 steerage
' passengers in 1883, 8 137 in 1884, 16,668 in

1685, 15,661 in 1886 and 17,732 in 1887, whilo in
thd first six months of this year 21,191 emi- -'
grants camo to Oastlo Garden in the
Ounarders.

The company does some business in pre--'
paid passage tiokets. A llttlo oyer 1,000 pre-
paid tickets wore sold during the last year
and a half out of 28,000 total business. These
tickets are sold here and sent to intending
emigrants in Europe.

Oi course, the company could not know of
their own knowledge whether those tlekots
were used as a part of the engagement of
contract labor emigrants or not. Manyof
them were sold, however, at the company's
office in this oity, and these were generally
told to husbands who wanted to send for
their wires or families.

Tickets have been sold as low as $16 at
' times when there was sharp competition be.
tween the several lines.
(BThe Cunardjine has never Issued tickets
in blank to its agents, but agents are per--
knitted to seU Just as many tickets as they
can. The largest number of tiokets sold by
any agent at one time was twelve, though by
the infrequent reports of some agents it
would sometimes ocour that fifty or more
tiokets wore paid for by then) at one timer- -

Mr. Oaies is inquisitive as to the existence
of an agreement equal to a pool on rate
among the rival lines.

Mr. Guenther knits his brows and asks
searching questions regarding the workings
of the steamship tickot business in Europe.

" So the agents drum up emigrants, giving
them glowing descriptions of the good times
in America ? Do your agents placard towns
in Europe advertising for people to come to
America? How closely do your agents ex.
amine prospective customers for steerage

All of these questions asked by Mr.
Guenther were met with "I don't know,"
and Mr. Oortes did not know of any assist,
ance given to Irish or other emigrants by the
poor societies of Europe.

Mr. Oortes said many steerage passengers
went back and forth across the ocean rtpeaU
odly, but he ooUld not say whether they
came over for the husy season and returned
when the season was over or not.

To Mr. Morrow the witness said the emi-
gration satieties of this city usually had emi-
grant savings banks in connect on, and aold
taukets to and from Europe. Tho Irish Emi-
gration Hoo.ety was cited, but Mr. Oortes de-o- la

ed that the society made no profit out of
the emigrants.

Mr. Guenther said he had always supposed
these emigrant societies were organized to
protect and assist emigrants, but he had been
informed, much to his surprise, that the so-
cieties actually made money out of emi-
grants.

" Do I understand that the Irish Emigra-
tion Society, interesting itself in Irish emi-
gration for a profit, has an accredited agent
in Castle Garden, the same as the Gorman
Emigration Society, whioh is only interested
in protecting and aiding emigrants ?"

Mr. Oortes believtd it had, and the Wis-
consin brewer wrinkled up his brow in an
awful frown.
, Mr. Oortes said : " By the law of the State
the representatives of these emigration so-
cieties are ex.offlcio members of the Board
of Emigration."

A CHARGE ON THE BOBTAIL.
0

IT IS GALLANTLY URGED BY MAJOR

DOWNS, OP THE 718T.

The Evlla of the Condnctorleaa Ryatem of
FUrert-Cnr- a Terr Clearly Shown Dp at
Jefferson Market Decisions Which tho
Hallway Defendants Fruitlessly Piled on
the Juatlce'e Desk.

Major Downs, of the 71st Regiment,
wearing a smile of confidence, whioh

Ills fooling of tho justice of his cause,
appeared beforo Justice Ford in tho JotTorson
Market Police Court this morning, whero his
trial, on tho charge of disorderly conduct,
commenced yesterday, was roiumed.

Lawyer House, who is fighting the battle
of tho Twenty-thir- d Street Ilailway Company
against the peoplo, as represented by tho gal.
lant Major, wan considerably takon abaok
yesterday by Justioo Ford.

Ho had littered the Juttico's desk with
books and decisions which he was reasonably
suro efiectually disposed of tho case, but
which, in reality, only made the defense
more strong.

Tho coses cited were those of assault, in re-
sisting ejectment from a oar after failure to
deposit fare in tho box.

The dictum of tho trial Judgo and tho
Court of Appeals was to tho effect that tho
rulo roquirlng passengers to deposit their
fare is a reasonable one, and that sufflolont
forco to eiect a passenger who refuses to
obey the regulation may bo used.

Not one word in all tho decisions, however,
make tho simplo refusal to deposit the fsre a
breach of peace, or disorderly conduct ; and
it is for thLs that Major Downs was arrested
lost Saturday.

Then too the company, through its driver,
had received the Major's fare and forced it
baok upon him.

Samuel Morrow, the driver of the car, was
tho first witness He rotated tho

which rosulted in the arrest of
Major Downs. He said the Major boarded
tho car between Sixth and Seventh avenues.
He continued ;

" I rang the bell for him to put his fare in
tbe box and ho failed to do so. I opened the
door and asked him why he didn't put in his
faro.

" He said if I wanted it I could come after
it, and he held it up for me. I told him that
I couldn't take it, and he said, ' Do without
It, then.'

" I drove the car along till I found the two
inspectors. Van Tassel and Goey, stopped
the car and called to them,

".They came into the car and asked Major
Down why he didn't pay his fare. He said
that he had offered to. I put my hands on
him to ejeot him.

''.He told me there was no necessity for
forco. Tho inspector placed hrm under ar-
rest and he went with him without offering
any resistance, after getting tbe names of
the witnesses."

To Mr. House the witness said 'that the
Mnjor said that Jhe, the driver, or anybody
else could notput him off the car.
Wn'oroonxunlnation 3UrNicoU-tart- ed on
'a Una to show what the duties of the driver
.are.

Mr.rHouse objected tothismothod of oross.
examination, on tho ground that it was imma-
terial toithe issue1 as to whether Major
Down's conduct was disorderly.

Mr. Nicoll rejoined-- ' that he proposed to
show that the rule requiring tbe placing of
tho money in the box is utterly unreasonable,
and that Major Downs was right in reiusing
to observe it.

Tbe question of the reasonableness of tho
regulations, Mr. douse contended, has been
decided by the Court of Appeals in the af-

firmative.
Mr, Nicoll denied that there had been such

a decision, as there never had been any occa-
sion for it.

Justice Ford admitted Mr. NIcoll's ques-
tions, and he proceeded to show by the wit-
ness that the'driver hod about all he could do
to drive his horse and look out for passes
gers without attending to the collection of
fares.

The examination revealed the fact that tho
driver's back is turned to his horse a large
share of the time while he is making a trip
through crowded thoroughfares.

Driver Morrow said that Mr. Downs made
no disturbance at any time. Ho also said
that he migbt bavo placed tho fare in the box
for Mr. Downs, but he refused to do so and
so did Inspector Gorey.

To Mr. House the witness said, that during
the argument with Major Downs his car was
stopped five minutes and two others blocked

TAXPAYERS ARE INDIGNANT.

The Flush Id a: Board of Excise Stay ITavo to
Explain Ita Decent Actions.

There ate evidently Interesting times in pros-
pect for tbe Board ol Excise of noshing. The
Board this year Is composed of Messrs. Joseph
Palmer, Anton Hansen and William O. crooks, the
same men who last year were Indicted by a Queens
County Grand Jury for holding Illegal meetings.
On the trial, however, the jury disagreed.

At the outset this season the members of the
Board announced that the law would be strictlr
complied with by them, and all saloon-keepe- de-
tected In violation of the law would bo promptly

irosecuted. This looked like business, and tbe
mpretilon gained ground that the Commissioners

bad been taught a Usaon by their past narrow es-
cape from justice.

6o tar a meetings were concerned the Commis-
sioners lulullsd their promise, but by their toial
dlaregaruof the protests against certain llqnor-aeale- rs

they have again stirred up a good-slse- d

hornets' nest, and tbe Insects have begun to burs
in a pretty lively manner aoout their ears.

Tbe majority of the protests presented to the
Board wete from tbe Law and Order Committee,
but many others were sinned by reputable cltutnns,
1 as protestanta were summoned before the Board
and gave tbelr testimony and reasons why licenses
should not be granted.

"Tho soil is clnvoDd pretty hard, so the men
soon gave up trying to take the skeleton out
whole. Thoy discovered a piece of blue cloth
and a button which proved that the dead
man was a Union soldier.

" Tho men told about their discovery when
they joined tho rest of the regiment and it
was talked over freoly. Some thought tho
poor soldier wa one of those of onr regi-
ment who was novor accounted for.

" Private M.,0, O'llrien, a physician, was
one of ths party that unoarthed the skeleton,
but I do not know any others.
